not able to grow as large pcanuts ln

Vlrglnla soil as California lands are

capablc of produclng. btu the prlnci-
plo iH tho sanio everyAvhere.the bet¬

ter the land the better tho crop. othor
condltlons belng equnl. lt coats no

more to grow fifty bushels of good
corn on an acrc of rlch land than it
costs to grow twenty bushels of iufe-
rlor corn on poor land. ln fact, more

labor Is requlred to mako the poor land

yleld tAventy bushels than to make the
rlch land yleld fifty bushels. And

every farmer knoAvs that Avlth a aoli
rich nnd rteep, his crop Is not so lhtble
to lie injurrd by udverse Avcathcr con-

ditions.
lt t'osts little more to plant flrst-

class sceds than inferior sceds'; yet the
valnc of good sceds is cnormous. AVe

know of a farmer in A'irginla whose
socd corn is so good that ho is selllnj?
it at $1.75 per bushel. Why inay not

every farmer make seed corn Just as

good'.' lt is merely a .matter* of atten¬
tion and Intclligent work.

It costs no more to feed ti flne horse,
a flne hog, or a fino cow, than it costs

to feed stock of common brced. But
the net results are cnurmously iu favor
of tho good stock.
These statcments are rudlmentary

and solf-cvldcnt, and.lt Avould appear
to he a wasto of spacc lo print them.
But many ot our A'irginla fnrmcrs net
as though they did not belicvc them to
hc true. A revolutlon is needed In
Virginia acxrlculturo. Our lands must

bc made to yleld more per acrc. That
ls the sqiutJion wf the Inbor problem,
The scarcer and hlglior farm labor hc-

#01110.*-, the greater niust bc tlie. yleld
.f each mtn's work. Our lands must
Ih* enrlchcd, our methods must bc lm-
proved. our hreed of stock must bo
bettercd. Tho campaign of education
ls on, and The Tlmes-Dispatch is de-
termincd to keep tho subject UKitatcd.
We do not wlsh to att.ick tho Depart¬
ment of Agrlculture, but wc belleve
the money approprlatod to that depart-
ment could be used to better advan¬
tage and be mado to yleld greater
TC*KUltP.
